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GUIDING PRINCIPLES IN 
PRONUNCIATION 

A BfANUAL or dictionary that indicates pronunciation 
usually professes to do one of two things: to tell us how 
we do pronounce, or to tell us how we should pronounce. 
A third ideal is possible, that of this book, which is in- 
tended to tell us how we may pronounce without reproach. 
The idea of the compiler is not 

Thus gods are made, 

And whoso makes them otherwise shall die, 

but rather 

There are nme and sixty ways of makmg tribal lays, 
And every single one of them is right. 

Laws and Standards 

In other words, there are no "laws" of phonetics or of ' 
pronimciation; there are merely habits and tendencies. 
There are no definite, ascertainable "standards" of "cor- 
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tect" pronunciation; there -are- taerely generalizations 
1- more or less inclusive as 'to. the practice of the "best 
'■ speakers" or "careful. Sitee'akers." The law of falling 
bodies ig a law in tb6 *etise that it is inevitable and in- 
violable; there is no authentic record of a falling body- 
that succeeded' in-breaking it- There is no law of Ian- J 
guage that haa.iiot been broken times beyond number, I 
that cannot be broken as many times again. Such gen- j 
eralization^ as we make in r^ard to language approach 
Bometiinis more and sometimes less nearly to univer- 
sality, but it is safe to say that not one of them is truly 
-,a universal. "Shall we, then, have no standards?" asks 
, ■■ ■ the purist. Certainly, the more the better. If they are 
I before us, they lure us on. If they are behind us, they 
! demonstrate our progress, A standard should be at once 
I as free and as steady as the needle of the compass; it 
I' should be valued for its power to show us where we are 
! going, but it must not be taken to set a limit to the 
! advance. A fixed standard is good only when it is fixed 
' at a given distance before us as we move. If the purist 
calls for unchanging standards and universal conformity, 
we may be glad that he cannot get what he wants. If 
what he calls for is intelligent direction, a view of some 
goal not necessarily ultimate, and determination of the 
road, he stands for the best kind of progress. 

In spite of all this, we do not and need not dwell in 
chaos. In pronunciation, whatever is, is right, only in 
I I the sense that every man may pronounce as he pleases 
I if he is willing to take the consequences. The sturdy bar- 
rier between us and chaos in pronunciation, as in all 
matters of language, is the social penalty on eccentricity. 
Conventionality is the only law of pronunciation that has 
any teeth. Nor is it always a foe to progress, for more 
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often than not it involves some ideal; if it is conformity, 
it is usually conformity to the usage of the circle in which 
one aspires to be, and even conformity is progress when 
it is conformity to something just beyond. 

The Scope and Aim op Tms Book 

The object of this book, then, is to indicate a pro- 
nunciation of each word listed that would in most walks 
of society pass without challenge, that if challenged can 
be defended as widely acceptable among good speakers. 
For such pronimciations I do not claim authority, but 
merely conmion-sense, experience, and access to the 
records such as they are. I have included approximately 
ten thousand words, most of them in our every-day 
vocabulary; some that are more or less technical, that 
is, words of every-day use to limited nmnbers of speak- 
ers; current foreign words and phrases, including such 
help as I could get on the sounds of proper names and 
other words that have become current since the outbreak 
of the present war. I have included a limited vocabulary 
of Scotch words, not, of course, with the expectation of 
turning any Yankee into a complete Scot, but with the 
hope of lowering a little the barrier that too often stands 
between Americans and the enjoyment of Scottish poetry. 
I have included a list, which I hope is large enough to be 
useful, of names from literature of real and fictitious per- 
sons and places. All these are in a single list, alpha- 
betically arranged from beginning to end. It is sup- 
posed to be inclusive enough for every-day needs — ^for 
really unusual words, there are the dictionaries and other 
sources of information — ^yet not so large as to be for- 

wciabk 07 <}i§cour9gmgt In ^1 cases I have tried tq 
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represent sound American usage; British usage ia spe- 
cifically indicated as such where it is shown. In no ease 
have I shown an incorrect or undesirable pronunciation, 
not even to justify my inclusion of a word. If a reader 
does not see how one or another of these words could 
possibly be mispronounced, let him rejoice and pass on, 
secure in the belief that "what he doesn't know won't 
hurt him," A colleague asked me why I included the 
name Belknap; nobody, he declared, could possibly go 
wrong on it. I included it because I had asked a bearer 
of the name whether any one ever mispronounced it. 
"Yes," he replied, "it ia mispronounced in fifty different 
ways." 

The Notation op Sounds 

The system of notation of sounds that I have used 
differs in several particulars from others that I might 
have used. I do not profess to believe it better in any 
general way than others, but merely better for the par- 
ticular purpose in hand. It is not scientifically accurate, 
but is as accurate as is compatible with the requisite 
degree of simphcity. For most of us, ease of comprehen- 
sion in such a system is more important than it is to carry 
out the shades of variation in vowel sounds to the fifth 
or sixth decimal place. I have thought it best, there- 
fore, to use no letters but the familiar ones, and to indi- 
cate their sounds by diacritical marks. These marks are 
explained by the key words which are to be found at the 
bottom of each page. They will enable any one without 
previous knowledge of the system to get at once the 
sound of any word in every-day use, — for a few unusual 
words he will have to refer to the complete key given 
(m pages 15-20. The key words are th(»e generally 
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accepted as standards. The assumption is that the 
sounds of these words on the tongues of American speak- 
ers are as nearly tmif orm as anything we can get, and are 
near enough to uniformity to be useful for the purpose. 
Vowel soimdSy more than consonant sounds, are like colors 
in the infinite nmnber of gradations and combinations of 
which they are capable, and in the fact that the agree- 
ment on the standards is general but not imiversal, and 
that on the shades and combinations it is not even 
general. It should be imderstood, then, that whatever 
discussion this book contains of the nature and use of 
English sounds is offered not as a rule or law, but merely 
as generalization so far as the process seems safe. 

Stress 

Just as it is difficult, if not impossible, to express in 
print the infinite gradations in vowel soimds, so also does 
the matter of accent or stress present almost insuperable 
difficulties to one who wishes to express the whole truth 
in intelligible notation. In the dictionaries it seems fairly 
simple. There, stresses are of two grades, "primary" 
and "secondary." On certain syllables these accents 
definitely belong, and they are misplaced if they are 
placed otherwise, unless it be in cases in which "usage 
is divided." But an attentive ear tells us a different 
story. We hear in speech a thousand gradations in 
amount of stress. We hear surprising variations in the 
position of the stress in the speech of persons whom we 
know to be careful speakers, and who believe themselves 
to be consistent. There are probably many causes work- 
ing here, some of which are doubtless unknown, others of 
which may be guessed at, — ^if all could be systematically 
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studied, the dictkxuuieB mi^t be more intelligently re- 
vised. One is sentence modubition. As we speak them, 
our sentences have something ccxresponding to accent 
in words, a rising and falling cadence, wavdike, with 
more regularity liian we are ncnmally ccmsdous ci — so 
much, indeed, tiiat almost any sentence is rhythmic 
enough for free v^ise if it is so printed as to call attention 
to its rhytimL In one sentence it may be one syllable 
of a given word that finds itself at the crest of a wave; 
in another, another. A speaker, for example, who believes 
tihat he always stresses the last syllable ol magazine as the 
dictionaries tell him to do, might at one time say, ^'I detest 
a derou^ magazine" but in a sentence ci a different 
cadence, as ''I diU read Harper's Maga.nne" stress the 
word differently, and if he caught himself in the act, 
might wonder why he did it. The word aidomobUe in our 
daily speech finds itself sometimes with its middle syllable 
on the crest of the wave, sometimes in the trough with 
the two ends on the crests, — ^there is scarcely a possible 
variation that does not occur, aut'omobile, automo'bile, 
automobile', aut'omobile', and the dictionaries know not 
where to have it. 

Stress, too, is important in pronunciation for its effect 
on the quality of vowels, — note, for examine, the different 
sounds of t in advertisement and adver^mient, in UUle and 
''Zeetle,'' a form which results from the attempt at ex- 
cessive emphasis. Sometimes, again, it works the other 
way — ^the attempt to give a vowel its quality leads to an 
apparent misplacing of the stress. If you attempt to give 
the e in the third syllable of interesting its full value, you 
will certainly be accused of saying interesfing. If you try 
to put the stress where it belongs, you appear to say inf- 
resting f and are accused of a slovenly clipping of the vowel. 
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The fact is that the time necessary to careful pronuncia- 
tion of a vowel is also an element of stress, — and very 
likely the other element of stress, the slight variation in 
pitch, also enters into the process of giving the vowel its 
full value. In a word, we emphasize every vowel we pro- 
noimce carefully, especially if we do it consciously. Con- 
versely, we tend to reduce to the obscxu'e or neutral sound 
all vowels in unstressed syllables. The vowels in un- 
stressed you J are, and f and the, or in combinations like 
"gonna," "gotta," and "ottermobile," might be any- 
thing, a, 6, i, o, or 14 in any of their sounds, for all one 
could tell by ear. This fact accoimts for many of the 
difficulties of those who spell by ear alone; "sentance" 
and "accidently" represent the phonetic fact quite as 
well as the conventional forms. 

The discussion of stress might be greatly prolonged, but 
it would be to small profit imless it were to lead to results 
I cannot hope to attain here. The point is that the facts, 
even if I knew them, are too complicated to be represented 
by any system of notation which I could expect any one 
to read easily. I have, therefore, marked the stressed 
syllable in each word as it is usually understood. So 
much can at least be read at a glance, and it is usually all 
that is required. 

Family Names 

I have omitted many British and American family 
names that are included in other manuals, because I 
recognize the right of any family to pronoimce its name 
as it pleases, and I do not recognize the right of the lexi- 
cographer to tell them how they "ought" to pronounce 
it. Historical or etymological considerations may point 
to a certain pronunciation for a given name, but milese* 
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the bearer of the name chooses to regard them, they dft 
not weigh against actual usage. In some caees we know 
how eminent individuals pronounced the names they 
bore,— we know how the poet Cowper rhymed his name, 
for example, but his pronunciation lays no injunction on 
other bearers of the name. The same tiling is true of com- 
mon baptismal names, both as to spelling and pronuncia- 
tion. If one who bears the name Helena chooses to be 
called Rele'va, or if one named Cicely elects to spell it 
Sicily, by what "law" of orthoepy or orthography may 
we say that she is "wrong," however great the incon- 
venience to which she puts us by her vagary? 



Foreign Words 



Another debatable land in which it is hard to find and 
hold a defensible position is the matter of Anglieization 
of foreign words and names. As a rule, we like to exhibit 
our famiharity with languages we know, and are prone 
to denounce as afifectation exhibition on the part of others 
of famiharity with languages we do not know. To one 
who knows Spanish but not Norwegian it may sotmd 
barbarous to hear Don Juan and Don Quixote sounded as 
if they were English namee, and affected to hear Peer 
Gynt sounded as if it were anything else. Here experir 
ence is the only guide; it shows us only that as soon ae 
words come into daily use on the vulgar tongue they will 
be subdued to the tongues that sound them. Ypres be- 
comes Wipers at first perhaps in jest, but the jest soon 
passes. The tauhe when it became a daily visitant to 
Tommy became tawb. San Bernardino becomes San 
B'doo, and puzzles the Easterner until he discovers it 
in the abbreviation of the railroad time-table. 
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"Progress" in Pronunciation 

The idea of "progress" in the matter of pronunciation 
is one that may need some explanation. It may be the 
more readily miderstood if we reflect on the important 
changes in language which have been brought about 
primarily, it is safe to say, by local variations in pro- 
nunciation. We think of Latin, for example, as a "dead" 
language, but it is not dead except in the sense that we 
have a fixed and unalterable portrait of it in one stage of 
its existence, — ^it is no more dead than is the child you 
once were, whose portrait, imchangeable in any sUghtest 
feature, looks out at you from the confines of its rigid 
frame. "Vulgar" Latin, — ^the colloquial or spoken Latin 
which differed from that of Cicero as the language of our 
city streets or that of our coimtry roads differs from 
that of Addison, — changed gradually century by century, 
till the accumulation of the changes of twenty centuries 
is the difference between Latin and modem Italian. It 
was carried into Gaul where Gallic tongues turned it 
differently and made it ultimately into modem French; 
into Iberia, where changes similar in process but differ- 
ent in nature and* effect turned it at last into Spanish. 
Latin has never died. Modem Italian is just as clearly 
Latin as English is Anglo-Saxon; the history is continu- 
ous from one to the other. Latin has changed greatly, 
but it is vigorous in itself, and in its descendants. And 
just as French comes from Latin, so Latin comes from 
something earlier, — at the beginning of the procesSi we 
can only guess. 

"It is difference of opinion," says Mark Twain's pro- 
foimd philosopher — Pudd'nhead Wilson — "that makes 
horse-races/' and horse-races, in the philosopher's thougbl^i 
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relieve the monotony of life. It is difference of ] 
nunciation that makes languages, and we may perh^ 
be glad for the vulgaritiea of speech which have relieve 
a continent or two from complete uniformity of langu^ 
But relief from monotony is not necessarily progi 
"Mispronunciation" has done more for us than thi 
It was long customary for Unguists to speak of the " 
cay" of language in discussing the changes it undergt 
in centuries of use, the redutition, for example, to i 
syllables of the polysyllabic forms of the earlier sta 
But a Danish student, and friend, of the English li 
Professor Otto Jespersen, has expressed in his Progre 
Lajiguage a theory that has convinced most of his reader 
to the effect that popular short cuts in pronunciatitH 
which have led to the loss of most inflectional endings in"" 
Enghsh have been gain, in that the change has brought 
ease and flexibility to the language with no loss of 
clearness or accm'acy that need make us regret it. As 
one of his many examples, he brings up again the oft- 
cited instance of the "decay" of the Gothic habaidedeitna, 
which by rolling for centuries on various more or less Ger- 
manic tongues has become the English had. The tenor 
of his comment on the process is, "The English form is 
preferable, on the principle that any one who has to 
choose between walking one mile and four _miles will, 
other things being equal, prefer the shorter cut. ... If 
had has suffered from wear and tear in the long course of 
time, this means that the wear and tear of the people 
now using this form of speech is less than if they were 
stOl ctmabered with the old giant habaidSdeima." Indeed, 
it is not only one Goliath, but fifteen, that this one little 
word, worn down by centuries in the stream of popular 
use, has displaced. Professor Jespersen points out further 
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that our system of personal pronouns and auxiliaries which 
express the shades of meaning carried by the old cum- 
bersome forms, is much simpler than the complicated 
system of inflectional endings. The simplification does 
not mean loss of power, any more than would the use 
of a small engine to do the work of fifteen yoke of 
oxen. 

" Mispronunciation '^ does not accoimt for the whole 
process; nor do we, when we so name a great part of it, 
understand the complicated interplay of tendencies and 
forces that make vulgar mispronunciation an effective 
power in language. But even the briefest historical per- 
spective will show us that it is a force too important to 
be dismissed as mere "vulgarity," too strong to be 
dammed back by the frown of the schoolmistress. Just 
as we to-day, rightly enough, frown on gonna and gotta 
for going to and got to, so doubtless did our forefathers 
frown on the slipshod speech that joined be and vian into 
bidan, prefixed on and shortened it to abuian, then to 
aJbute, and finally to about. If gotta for must, and gonna 
for about to, prove useful auxiliaries, vulgar pronunciation 
will have shown us helpful short cuts in oxu* speech; if 
not, they will probably disappear. Of one thing we may 
be sure, they will be subjected to fiery tests, and if they 
survive we need have no fear of them. The fact that vul- 
gar pronimciation has helped language to eflSciency does 
not mean that its tendency is always for good and that 
it is to be encoxu'aged and practised. Opposition must 
constantly be applied to it in order to test its incessant 
experiments in sounds and forms. The people, who have 
no fine shades of meaning to express, tend to simplify 
more than is willingly allowed by those who would 
make finer distinctions, those to whom simplification im- 
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pairs efficiency. Their opposition is, and should be, vigor- 
ous and protracted; only so may we be sure that no 
changes will become permanent in good usage and the 
written language unless they make for simplicity and 
flexibility without impairing necessary clearness.

But even if we grant Professor Jespersen's theory of 
progress, and the part that pronunciation may play in 
it, we may still question how far it is or can ever be a 
conscious process, and what part intelHgcnce may play 
ia it. On this question probably no one can speak with 
authority, but anyone may argue from antecedent prob- 
ability. One who has ideals of pronunciation is usually 
one who has or aspires to some degree of refinement and 
education. Amon^ persons of culture and education 
there are forces that tend more toward uniformity of 
ideals and practice than do the forces (in general the 
same operating less strongly) that operate among the 
less educated folk. Dialect variations are extreme among 
unlettered people, and slight among the highly educated. 
The ideal at its best is usually some such combination of 
simplicity of sound with accuracy and completeness of 
expression as Professor Jespersen calls progress. If there 
is more conservatism among the educated than among 
the unlettered, it is because they hold the double rather 
than the single ideal. Even among those who hold nearly 
the same ideals, we do not get complete uniformity of 
speech, however the dictionaries and manuals of pro- 
nunciation may represent us. Still less likchhood would 
there be of dead uniformity if the ideal should spread to 
. the uneducated. A goal within sight, then, and intelligent 
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movement toward it surely does have its effect on lan- 
guage — ^popular mispronimciation does not make the only 
path of progress, nor would it make such a path at all if 
the other force were not constant in its restraining effect. 
"Laws" will not take care of our speech for us, neither 
those we attempt to make and enforce, nor those we see 
in the generalizations of the linguist. The shaping forces 
are the thrust toward simplicity on the one hand, and 
that toward accuracy of expression on the other. If the 
amount and direction of these two forces could be ac- 
curately measured, we might be able to calculate the 
resultant, but we have not been able to do so as yet. 
The only care we can exercise is as to the amount and 
direction of such force as each of us has. 

The Duty of the Individual 

The duty of each one of us is to exercise such intelli- 
gence as he has. If you have a strong, original mind, 
you may be a leader; if not, you must conform, as you 
do in matters of dress, to the best usage you can find. 
Use your judgment in selecting your leader, and common- 
sense in following. If each one of us made up his mind 
how he wanted his words to soimd, and strove to make 
them sound so without mimible, drawl, or affectation; 
if he meant something and tried sincerely to say it; if 
he spoke from a full mind, a full heart, and full lungs 
(and an empty nose), he might safely leave the rest to 
law or chance. 

To such as have conscience in the matter of pronun- 
ciation, this book offers itself as guide and friend, — 
philosopher it does not profess to be, for it has no original 
contribution on the subject of American pronimciation. 
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It would be more helpful if it had, — ^not necessarily to the 
individual, but to the cause at large. 

Before we can generalize much about pronunciation, 
we must have facts from which to draw oxu* inferences. 
The first thing necessary is to know how we actually 
do pronounce, — without it, the attempt to improve is 
like dressing in the dark or without a mirror. We may 
know how we wish our clothes to look, but how can we 
know what to do to them to make them look so unless 
we have a mirror wherein to see what condition they are 
in? In the matter of speech, the mirror might be pro- 
vided by a series of studies in the best speech of the dif- 
ferent sections of the United States such as Sweet, Jones, 
and Grant, and various others have made of the speech 
of England and Scotland.* Such research is beyond the 
scope of this book.
